RESIDENTS in Haddenham have 
rallied to save their local pub land¬ 
lady after she was threatened with 
eviction. 

Tracy Robinson, 52, who has been 
at the helm of The Cherry Tree for 
over two years, has allegedly been 
made to stand down, after pressure 
by landlords Punch Taverns who 
say she isn’t making enough money 

An online petition has been 
signed 253 times by residents, fu¬ 
rious at the way they believe the 
popular landlady has been treated. 

In a petition statement describ¬ 
ing The Cherry Tree as the ‘best’ 
local pub in Haddenham, they let 
their feelings be Joiown. 

William Scoular said: “Tracy, as 
the landlady of this pub, is an asset 
to the community.” 

Since taking over, Tracy, who 
previously won a CAMRA award 
for running the White Horse in 
Witcham, has transformed the lo¬ 
cal boozer from a no-go, men-only 
drinking den into a family friendly 
business with live music and food 


service. 

Jackie Chadwell said: “Tracy has 
worked so hard to make this pub a 
great meeting place. 

“I am so impressed with the great 
ideas she has to make this a family 
pub. 

“I know Tracy has put her heart 
and soul into building up this pub 
and I feel the new owners are do¬ 
ing themselves a disservice by not 
keeping her on.” 

Describing The Cherry Tree as “a 
proper village pub,” Leslie Stewart, 
67, a local screenwriter, told the 
News about the pub landlady who 
has become his friend. 

“It is a melting pot, no matter 
what you do, who you are, the min¬ 
ute you walk in there you are home 
and that is down to Tracy, she cre¬ 
ates that atmosphere. 

“She’s become a figure in the 
community... it sounds corny but 
everybody knows Tracy and she will 
be missed massively. There is a real 
feeling of anger, ‘why?’” 

Tracy says she has tried hard to 
make the business work, ploughing 
her own money into kitchen facili¬ 
ties and embarking on additional 


qualifications to aid her in the run¬ 
ning of the business. 

In a meeting with her Punch Tav¬ 
erns rep last week she said she was 
told the business would not make 
a profit and he had helped all he 


could. 

“He’s acting like he’s doing it as 
my buddy. If he had said to me ‘right 
Tracy it’s tight, what do you reckon 
- shall we go to October to get your 
summer trade?’ I would have ac¬ 


cepted that,” she said. “But as soon 
as the summer hits to recoup what 
I’ve lost they are kicking me out.

Police probe 
into horror 
horse crash 

POLICE are attempting to 
piece together the events 
ieading up to the shocking 
moment two horses and 
their riders were hit by a car 
travelling in the wrong lane. 

The riders were catapulted 
from the saddle during the 
incident at Witcham. In online 
footage of the collision, the 
horses are seen slowly trotting 
along a road before a blue car 
comes round the bend and 
collides with them. 

Two months after the 
incident, the actions of the 
car driver are still being 
investigated. 

Cambridgeshire police 
confirmed the driver had not 
been arrested and the incident 
was being investigated in 
the same way all road traffic 
collisions are. 

Emergency services were 
called to the scene of the 
accident at around 11.30am 
on Friday, March 3. 

One of the horses, Patsy, 
was shown flying into a 360 
degree turn, while her rider 
was thrown up in the air 
before landing awkwardly by a 
grass verge. 

The car can then be seen 
pulling up at the side of the 
road towards the end of the 
footage. 

Patsy was one of two horses 
involved in the incident. The 


brown and white mare had to 
be nursed back to life by vets 
when she suffered head and 
chest injuries. 


Fleur, the other horse, is 
also reported to be recovering 
well.

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokeswoman said: “Three 
men wearing balaclavas 
used a crowbar and a 


sledgehammer to break 
through the front door. 

“They left in a dark 
coloured car and headed 
down the High Street 
towards Wilburton Road. 

“Nothing appears to have 
been stolen.

THE opening of Ely’s first McDonald’s has been postponed 
because the restaurant was “not finished” in time. 

Locals eager to take a first bite of a Big Mac are still waiting 
after the takeaway giant failed to launch last Wednesday. 

The fast food chain was due to open a new branch at Ely’s 
Leisure Village and is yet to confirm a future opening date. 

A spokeswoman for McDonald’s said: “Unfortunately the 
new Ely McDonald’s restaurant has been delayed and will not 
open as previously planned. 

“Due to a third party some elements of the project have 
been unable to be completed within the necessary time 
scales to enable us to open and provide the excellent service 
our customers have come to enjoy. 

“We and our suppliers will be working hard to rectify this 


and we plan to open as soon as it is feasible.” 

This is the second time the opening date has been pushed 
back. The restaurant was originally scheduled to be dishing 
up McMeals on March 15. 

The news that the opening has been delayed again has left 
Ely foodies in a spin, with many taking to the restaurant’s offi¬ 
cial Ely McDonalds Facebook page to voice their disappoint¬ 
ment. 

“What happened to opening today then?” said a disap¬ 
pointed Suzanne Docherty. 

“It’s not even open today” said unhappy resident Gaynor 
Lomaz. 

“Come on open already, need my mcfix,” added Bille Ellen 
Rose Ayling. 


“Been a few times now, still ain’t open,” said Craig. 

“Hi just wonder when McDonald’s Ely opening date is pis,” 
tentatively added another eager for a chip fix. 

However one resident has said the delay is good news. 

He said: “Hi, having driven past your restaurant today, I 
couldn’t help but notice that it is going to be 24 hours. 

“Is there any chance that these opening times can be 
changed? I only ask as my partner is six months pregnant and 
is getting ridiculous McDonald’s cravings at stupid times. 

“My excuse for not going at stupid hours in the morning 
has always been that the nearest one is too far away but with 
you just around the corner I will no longer have this as an ex¬ 
cuse. There’s no other excuse I can think of that would stave 
off Pregasaurus...”

A CARNIVAL atmosphere 
was brought to Ely when the 
annual Eel Festival returned 
at the weekend. 

Deriving its name from 
the slippery river-dweller, 
the city’s unusual homage 
to the eel has become a 
whole weekend of festivi¬ 
ties. 

A parade through the city 
centre was led by ‘Elbe the 
Eel’, while residents also en¬ 
joyed heritage walks, music, 
dancing and food and drink 
stalls. 

A favourite highlight of 
the weekend was the eel 
(not real) throwing compe¬ 
tition. Archie Haynes was 
the Under 16s winner with 
a 13.4m throw and Chris Ar¬ 
mour was the adult winner 
at 15.3m, short of the 17.7 
metre record.

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We should buy 
local products 

WHILE the chemical technology 
industry claims we cannot feed 
a growing population without 
industrialisation, chemicals and 
genetically-engineered seeds, few 
facts support this ideology. 

On the contrary, studies have 
repeatedly shown organic farming 
is more likely to succeed in feeding 
a population of 9 billion, especially 
during drought conditions. 

A recent report by two UN 
experts - Hillal Elvert and Baskut 
Tuncak - firmly refutes that 
pesticides are essential to ensure 
sufficient amount of foods for a 
growing world population. In fact 
the report calls for a global treaty 
to phase out toxic chemicals and 
transition towards regenerative and 
sustainable practices worldwide, to 
preserve and promote human and 
environmental health. 

Today we have an ample amount 
of 'good-looking' foods thanks to 
genetic engineering and agricultural 
chemicals. What isn't seen is the 
loss of nutrients. As an example - 
to receive the same amount of iron 
got from one apple eaten in 1950, 
by 1998 you would have had to eat 
26 and today 36. 

This is a direct consequence of 
industrial farming techniques and 
use of chemicals that destroy soil 
quality by killing essential microbes. 

It is now known that just as the 
gut microbiome plays integral 
roles in human health, so the soil 
microbiome influences nutrient 
uptake and plant health. Soil 
microbes even help regulate the 
invasion of pests. It's not surprising 
that as nutrient density declines 
and toxic exposure increases, 
obesity and chronic disease rates 
are dramatically rising - so much 
so that obesity now threatens to 
overtake hunger as the no 1 global 
health concern. 

Virtually every growing 
environmental and health problem 
can be traced back to modern food 
production. 

Growing your own food would 
make a difference but many people 
understandably do not have the 
time. Steering the agricultural 
industry towards safer more 
regenerative systems by supporting 
local farmers and choosing fresh 
local products wherever they may 
be sold such as Ely Farmers' Market 
is a start.

Nurses under 
more pressure 

WHEN the Government gave 
nursing staff another real-terms pay 
cut last month, the Royal College of 
Nursing decided to ask all 270,000 
of its members working in the NHS, 
including thousands across the 
East of England, how they want to 
respond. 

Sadly, there is no offer on the 
table for us to accept or reject - the 
Government imposed its below- 
inflation pay award. But as elected 
members of the RCN Council, we 
voted to launch this poll to give 
nursing staff across the Eastern 


region a stronger voice and to help 
decide what action the RCN takes. 

Nursing staff are beyond 
disappointed by six years of real- 
term pay cuts at the same time as 
pressure in hospital and community 
nursing has reached unprecedented 
levels. In the online poll, nurses 
have a chance to vote for action 
short of a strike - such as not 
working unpaid overtime - or even 
taking the historical decision to take 
strike action. 

We find ourselves in an 
unexpected general election but 
there is no better time to hold 
politicians to account for the impact 
of their decisions. 

The 1 per cent pay cap for 
nursing staff is fuelling a recruitment 
and retention crisis that is as 
damaging for patient care as it is 
nurses. We will use the collective 
voice of UK nursing to remind all 
parties of that before polling day. 

Nurses are not taking this lightly. 
The wellbeing of patients remains 
the top priority of every nurse and 
healthcare assistant. But too many 
are struggling to make ends meet 
and they should not have to cover 
the NHS deficit from their own pay 
packet.

Vintage tractor sells 
for price of Porsche

A RARE vintage tractor has made 
history by selling for a record £86,000 
- the same price as a brand new Por¬ 
sche 911. 

The 1963 Matbro Mastiff fetched 
more than double its guide price of 
£40,000 - the highest ever recorded 
for a farm vehicle of its type in a UK 
sale. 

It went under the hammer at Eu¬ 
rope’s largest collective vintage sale, 
which showcased the world’s most 
unusual classic and vintage tractors, 
motorcycles and steam engines. 

The record-breaking model was 
one of the first pivot-steer agricul¬ 
tural tractors, made of two Fordson 
Super Major rear transmission units 
joined by a single propeller shaft. 

It also boasts lOOhp from a Ford 
six-cylinder engine mounted over 
the front and it is one of only 20 that 
were ever built. 

For the same money, the winning 
bidder could have walked away with 
a brand new Porsche 911 Carrera 
Cabriolet, which has 370hp and a 
top-speed of 181mph. 

More than 4,000 buyers from 
around the world turned up the 


Fight Tourer which has a 414 litre en¬ 
gine and £12,600 for a 1926 Bullnose 
Morris Cowley. 

The sale included an impressive 
collection of steam engines for sale, 
with the most important example 
being a 1918 pair of john Fowler 
Ploughing Engines known as ‘Horsa 
and Hengist’ which were sold to a 
collector for a total for £147,000. 

Others included a Fowler Class 
DNA ‘Hercules’ steam tractor which 
was in dismantled condition and 
sold for £31,500 to an enthusiast 
who intends to rebuild the machine.

“We saw hordes of buyers from all 
over the world with some travelling 
from as far away as New Zealand 
and Australia to see these machines 
being sold.”

roughly the price 
of a Porsche 911 
sports car, inset 


auction in Sutton, clocking up more 
than £2 million worth of winning 
bids. 

The first four tractors alone 
achieved a hammer price of £190,500 
within the starting 10 minutes. 

They included a Fanz Bulldog 
D9550 crawler tractor which sold 
for £75,600 to a buyer from Ger¬ 
many and a 1957 David Brown 
crawler tractor which was bought 
for £63,000. 

Also sold was a virtually un¬ 
touched, rare County 954 Super-Six 


which was discovered on a county 
council farm in Hertfordshire. 

Dating back to the 1960s, the 
Super-Six is a rare model which 
smashed its guide price of £12,000 
and finally was sold for £19,500. 

Classic commercials were also the 
toast of the day with a 1920 Albion 
Model A16 Charabanc. 

The vehicle was previously owned 
by the High Commissioner of New 
Zealand but later starred in the TV 
series Houdini and Doyle, attracting 
huge crowds and finally selling for 


£73,500. 

The sale by Cheffins Auction 
House also saw a large consignment 
of classic motorcycles. 

Of 71 that went under the ham¬ 
mer, the 1938 499cc AjS Model 
fetched the highest price of £11,340. 
This was closely followed by a mag¬ 
nificent 1927 Scott Super Squirrel 
which sold for £9,396. 

Cheffins classic cars also saw 
stellar prices across the board with 
£14,700 for a 1966 Mini Cooper Mkl, 
£35,700 for a 1936 Rolls-Royce 25/30

A MUM from Ely pushed through the pain 
barrier to complete the London Marathon in 
aid of Addenbrooke’s Charitable Trust. 

Megan Carter, 36, completed the feat on 
April 23, raising over £2,000 for the hospital 
that saved her twin boys’ lives. 

The boys were born by emergency C-sec- 
tion at the Rosie on December 19, 2013, and 
were placed in neonatal intensive care, Dom¬ 
inic for two-and-a-half months and Toby for 
three months and a week. 

Megan, a science teacher, ran the race in 
six hours 50 minutes, pushing through the 
16 mile point despite struggling in the hot 
weather. 

She said: “I don’t think I trained quite 
enough and I found the weather difficult. I 
was drinking a lot so I had to stop five times 
to queue for the toilet, so you can knock 
about an hour off that time. 

“You get to about 16 miles and you start to 
think ‘it’s pretty tough now’.” 

Despite the difficulties she faced she wasn’t 
about to let her supporters down. 

She continued: “I think because of every¬ 
one who donated and sent me messages say¬ 
ing ‘you’re doing great keep going’ and all the 
support that was there meant there wasn’t re¬ 
ally an option to stop, even if you wanted to.” 

It was back to school the next day for stiff 
Megan who shrugged off her achievement as 
nothing “a nice bath and more foam rolling” 
couldn’t help.

Tracy, who lives at The 
Cherry Tree with her daugh¬ 
ter, says she was originally 
given verbal notice to quit 
within two weeks but was 
later given more time. 

She continued: “I’ve put 


my heart and soul into some¬ 
thing that has destroyed 
me financially, it was a long 
term business plan. I am so 
stressed.” 

Punch Taverns say their 
area manager has worked 
closely with Tracy over the 
years to help improve the 
performance of the business. 

A spokeswoman said: “In 
recent discussions our tenant 
admitted that the improve¬ 
ments in business perfor¬ 


mance she wanted had not 
materialised, agreed that is 
was unsustainable and that it 
was time to come out of the 
business. We will support her 
fully throughout this process. 

“Our priority is to build 
a successful future for The 
Cherry Tree and it is hearten¬ 
ing to see such support for 
the pub as demonstrated by 
the signed petition.” 

Tracy said she planned to 
stop trading after May Day.

Newts halt plan 
for new housing

DEVELOPERS have had to 
halt plans for a new housing 
scheme - to protect a popu¬ 
lation of great crested newts. 

The 60-home develop¬ 
ment near Garden Close, 
Sutton, has been put of ice 
while conservationists race 
to protect the rare amphib¬ 
ians. 

An ecological survey found 
a breeding population of the 
protected species in ponds 
on the site and next to it. 

An environmental impact 
assessment submitted to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council this month showed 
there were 31 great crested 
newts recorded at the site 
last May. 

As such “a great crested 
newt development licence” 
would be needed from Natu¬ 
ral England before further 
work could be carried out. 

To protect the newts, site 
developers Endurance Es¬ 
tates Strategic Land Limited 
propose to fence off the site 
and use animal-friendly pit- 


fall traps. 

The developers also pro¬ 
pose to keep the ponds and 
build a low wall to stop the 
newts reaching the housing 
site. 

The site is also an impor¬ 
tant area for local bats which 
use a hedge on the eastern 
side as a ‘commuting route 


and flyway’. 

No comment had been re¬ 
ceived from Endurance Es¬ 
tates Strategic Land Limited 
at the time of going to press.

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Brexit: Are we really 
worried about new tariffs?

As Brexit moves one step closer, 
SME’s slowly begin to wonder, 
“how might this affect us”? 

For your average local family business, the 
main areas of concern will probably be: 

• How further exchange rate 
movements might further increase 
their supply chain costs, 

• How new tariffs might also increase 
supply chain costs and/or make their 
goods and services more expensive 
in overseas export markets and 
hence supress demand, 

• How higher UK interest rates would 
increase costs of borrowings, 

• Less generous (currently EU funded) 
tax reliefs, such as R&D Relief, 

• The economic shock caused by 
change and uncertainty, and how 
this might dampen demand for 
their goods and services. 

Dealing with the second of these 
points, which gets a lot of air time 
in relation to negotiating a new trade 
deal with the EU, we perhaps have 
less to worry about than we feared. 
According to the WTO survey in 2015, 
the average import tariff (excluding 
agriculture) from a non EU country 
selling into the EU was only 2.3%. 
We have already seen and dealt with 
much bigger cost rises over recent 
years through oil price variations 
and the effect of the EU referendum 
decision upon exchange rates. 

Global trade liberalisation over recent 
years has, helpfully, already eroded 
away this potential barrier to trade.

Hope new NHS 
hub will offer 
more services 


In her column for Ely News, Lucy Frazer tells us what she 
has been doing in her last days as an MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire in this Parliament 


A s Parliament dissolves 
this week, I am 
pleased that my 
last days as an MP in this 
Parliament have been busy, 
as usual, spent across the 
constituency meeting up 
with different sections of 
our community, before 
campaigning begins.

As a keen enthusiast for 
our schools I was pleased 
to visit Bottisham Village 
College to meet the senior 
leadership to discuss 
teacher recruitment and to 
join an English lesson. 

Linking these fields 
together, I met with Amgen, 
a global biotech company 
with UK headquarters in 
Cambridge Science Park.

developing therapeutics 
to meet hitherto unmet 
medical needs.

Charity lifts lid 
on mental health

THOUSANDS of under 5s in 
Cambridgeshire have mental 
health problems, shock new 
figures have revealed. 

In the lead up to Mental 
Health Awareness Week, Cam¬ 
bridge-based children’s char¬ 
ity Blue Smile has lifted the 
lid on the alarming number of 
youngsters in the county with 
mental health issues. 

According to latest figures, 
there are about 5,000 children 
under the age of 5 with mental 
health problems. 

And there are around 8,000 
children in the county be¬ 
tween the ages of 5 and 16 with 
mental health problems - and 
the problem is getting worse. 

Rebecca Wood, chief execu¬ 
tive of Blue Smile, said: “Nearly 
four children in every UK class 
are now likely to have a men¬ 
tal health difficulty - and the 
problem is growing. 

“In pockets of Cambridgesh¬ 
ire, there are children as disad¬ 
vantaged as in the worst inner- 


support its vital work to help 
children thrive and live hap¬ 
pier lives. 

“Blue Smile was founded six 
years ago in response to local 
headteachers expressing the 
need for support with emo¬ 
tionally vulnerable pupils,” 
said Ms Wood. 

“We’ve risen to that cry for 
help and provide support in 
Cambridgeshire schools to al¬ 
low children to reach their true 
potential and have happier 
childhoods. 

“The arts-based therapy 
we use engages children in a 
non-threatening way, helping 
them to express their feelings 
and process traumatic experi¬ 
ences. 

“Without specialist help, 
vulnerable children can go on 
to develop mental illnesses 
and anti-social behaviours, 
which puts huge pressures on 
local services and costs our 
community dear.”

Protecting income is a priority 


Professional Advice to Rent¬

What every landlord needs 
to ask themselves is if the 
tenant stops paying the rent 
can they afford this to hap¬ 
pen, as often it can be sev¬ 
eral months before posses¬ 
sion is obtained should you 
need to evict the tenant for 
non-payment of rent. Most 
landlords have mortgages to 
pay on a rental property and 
probably have a mortgage 
on the property they live 
in, so can they afford to pay 
both? In other cases there is 
no mortgage on either prop¬ 
erty but the rental income is 
used as a pension to supple¬ 
ment their retirement, again 
can they afford not to have 
this income coming in each 


month? 

It is therefore ‘vital’ that 
the landlord references the 
tenant correctly. The best 
way is to use a professional 
Letting Agent whether it be 
on a fully managed or let 
only basis. Some agents pro¬ 
cess the referencing by us¬ 
ing a referencing company 
or complete it themselves 
by using a credit check¬ 
ing company and obtaining 
other references by them¬ 
selves such as employer and 
current landlord references. 
You also have to take into 
account that tenants coming 
from outside the UK need 
to be able to provide proof 
they have the ‘right to rent’ 
in the UK. This involves an 
initial check at the outset 
of the tenancy but also to 
make sure they authorisa¬ 


tion to stay is renewed (the 
latter would normally only 
be done for fully managed 
properties), failure to do so 
can involve fines and even a 
prison sentence for the land¬ 
lord/agent depending on the 
severity of the case. 

The legal process to evict 
a tenant is not a simple one, 
certain procedures must be 
followed, this very time con¬ 
suming and costly. If a ten¬ 
ant has been referenced cor¬ 
rectly the landlord should 
be able to obtain Legal Ex¬ 
penses & Rent Guarantee 
cover, there are various dif¬ 
ferent types of policies avail¬ 
able and depends on the 
provider. Each one has dif¬ 
ferent Terms and Conditions 
which have to be met before 
they will pay out and most 
carry an excess. The cost can 


be offset against tax (at the 
time of writing the article). 

It is also important to note 
that the ‘loss of rental in¬ 
come’ section under a build¬ 
ings insurance policy does 
not normally cover a tenant 
defaulting, this is normally 
only to cover loss of rent if 
the property is not habit¬ 
able due to a loss under an 
insured peril covered by the 
insurance policy such as 
flood or fire. So don’t think 
you have the cover when 
you probably do not. (Speak 
to your insurance provider 
to check) 

With the cost of living in¬ 
creasing and if you rely on 
the rental income to cover 
other costs, surely then it is 
a priority to make sure that 
you do everything possible 
to protect your income?

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

EJ Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Q Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

EJ Delivery address - change delivery address of 
your Cambridge News, milk, groceries and fuel 
to your new address as appropriate. 

Q Laundry - do any last minute laundry that you 
can - have you arranged for a plumber to 
disconnect your washing machine correctly? 


Q Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date. 
Also check that all jars and bottles are correctly 
sealed before packing. 

Q Fridges / Freezers - empty and clean out in 
preparation for moving. If you are moving a 
freezer and its contents, turn it up to maximum 
for a couple of days before you move. 

Q Valuables / documents - put these in safe 
place for moving day 


2-1 DAYS TO GO: 


Q Packing - pack a bag for overnight essentials 
and toiletries and finish all remaining packing 
into boxes. Remember to label which room 
each box is destined for. 

Q Snack box - pack a box for the kitchen to 
include essentials like tea, coffee and sugar, as 
well as the kettle and mugs! Also include other 
snacks as necessary. 

Q Dismantle and disconnect - take down 
curtains, fixtures and fittings and disconnect 
white goods ready for transport. 

Q Outdoor items - make sure that these are 
stacked together and ready to be moved.

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Presenter Alison Hammond tells KEELEY BOLGER about her positive approach to health 
and motherhood, her diet difficulties and why she would never appear on Big Brother again 



Sugar passes 
my lips even 
without me 
knowing it 
sometimes 


A lison hammond is 

uncharacteristically coy. 
After announcing her split 
from fiance famie Savage a 
few months ago, the 
42-year-old This Morning regular 
giggles when she reveals that things 
have taken an unexpected turn. 

"We're back together!” says the 
Birmingham-born and based 
showbiz reporter, letting out a big 
laugh. I haven't made a big thing of 
it because it's a bit embarrassing 
isn't it, when you've announced that 
you're not together any more. 

"We're taking things slowly, but 
he's still in my life. Things are good.” 

Though on-screen Alison 
proposed to will.i.am, had a 
coquettish 'date' with Hugh lackman 
and gave lamie Dornan a G-string 
after chatting about 50 Shades Of 
Grey, in real life, she's more 
discreet. 

"I find it a bit cringe to talk about 
my boyfriend. I'm not the sort of 
person who holds hands in the 
street. Do it behind closed doors!" 

It's this relatable warmth that 
made Alison an instant hit with 
viewers of the third series of Big 
Brother alongside lade Goody and 
has since kept her career afloat in a 
fickle industry. 

Her bubbly personality has landed 
her an ambassador role for Together 
Mutual Insurance's campaign to 
encourage people to read the terms 
and conditions on contracts to avoid 
trouble further down the road, after 
discovering 70% Brits don't read 
them. 

"We all say, 'Yes' to contracts 
without reading the Ts and Cs 
because they're so boring to read, 
but it's leading to problems,” she 
explains. 

"I went on holiday, broke my 
mobile phone, had insurance and 
thought, 'Brilliant, when I go back 
I'll claim from the bank! When I got 
back, I told the bank I'd broken my 


phone seven days ago and they were 
like, 'You're supposed to report it 
within 24 hours! That was in my Ts 
and Cs." 

As for her own contract with 
showbiz, many might have written 
her off years ago as another reality 
TV contestant. 

"Do you know what? I don't think 
about it,” reasons the mum of one. 
"I'm motivated by being happy. 
That's the truth. I only do things if 
I'm happy. If I'm not happy doing it, 
I'm not going to do it. 

"Its my son Aiden as well. I 
think, would he be proud of me 
if I did this show? Or would he 
be happy with me if I did this?" 

She wouldn't, for example, 
appear on Big Brother. 

"I don't think I could do it 
now, purely because of Aiden," 
says Alison, who lives around 
the corner from her mum, 
brother and sister. "But then if 
they offered me £1 million, we 
might have to change that up a 
bit; 'Sorry son, let's get the 
money!' - I'm only joking!” 

Where weight loss is concerned 
though, Alison has a packed reality 
TV CV, competing on Strictly Come 
Dancing, Celebrity Fit Club and, 
more recently, ITV's Sugar Free 
Farm. 

Her appearance followed an

emotional interview where she 
revealed that her 'addiction' to sugar 
was such that she ate 666 bars of 
chocolate a year, weighed 
"20-something stone” and was 
"embarrassed" by her size. 

Although diligent on the series, it 
hasn't all been plain sailing back in 
reality. 

Currently 70-80% sugar-free, she 
laughs when she admits that she's 
sipping a Coke as we talk. 

"On the farm it was easy, wasn't

it?” explains the presenter, who had 
a gastric band fitted in 2006, but 
later had it removed. 

"Get up in the morning, have my 
breakfast cooked for me and then 
you come into real life and you’ve 
got kids to take to school, you've got 
to go to work and the diet goes on 
the back burner. I guess I still do 
struggle. I'm not going to say I'm 
cured. I'm not, but I'm a lot better." 

Although her efforts resulted in a 
two-stone weight loss, she's 
pragmatic about the future. 

"Don't be expecting me to lose 
any more weight because I really 
haven't since Sugar Free Farm,” she 
says. 

"Sugar passes my lips, sometimes 
without me even knowing it. I'll get 
a salad and there's a dressing on the 
side, but it’s laden with sugar.” 


One of her biggest helpers is 
Aiden. 

"I’ll tell you what, this little 
12-year-old thinks he's running the 
world,” she says with a chuckle. "He" 
say, 'Mum should you be eating 
that?' He's really up on healthy 
eating. He has a treat twice a week 
on a Monday and a Friday. He's 
really good." 

Although shedding weight was a 
driver, going sugar free helped with 
a long-standing problem too. 

"The only thing that gets me 
down is when my skin is not very 
good,” she explains. "I get a lot of 
eczema on my face and that really 
makes me sad. But what I do is try 
and change my diet. It’s mainly if I 
have a bit of sugar, I notice my 
eczema flares up." 

Confident as she seems on live 
TV, nerves do get the better of her 
from time to time. 

"I had to pretend to be Missy 
Elliot for Comic Relief,” she recalls. 
"They put me on first. Honestly, my 
heart was coming out of my chest, I 
was so nervous. 

"I get nervous when I interview 
famous people as well. But I think 
I'd be worried if I didn't. 

"I just think, 'It's your job, you’re 
getting paid for it. just shut up and 
get on with it.' But I love it. It's such a 
great job and I'm so grateful that it's 
been going on for so long." 

Career as good as it is, there are 
no prouder moments than when her 
son is thriving. 

"I love seeing him happy in his 
school life with his friends,” she says. 
"I probably do live for my son a little 
bit too much, because he is my 
everything. He's my anchor in life, 
my go-to point. 

"If he's happy with everything, 
then I'm happy. I'm doing it all for 
him really."

BEN MITCHELL gets in 
on the action by tackling part of the course on a bike holiday through the South Tyrol 



M Y THIGHS are burning, 
my chest is heaving and 
my heart is banging. As I 
pull out from the final 
switchback of the 

notorious Fedaia mountain pass in 
the Dolomites, I persuade my 
pedals to turn just a few more times. 

Feeling elated - and somewhat 
light-headed -1 manage a final 
surge as my Pinarello F8 Dogma 
professional road bike rolls over the 
finish line of this 15km climb with 
1,047 gruelling metres of elevation 
and 18% ascents. Phew! 

This is just one stage of my 
three-day trip to north Italy's 
mountainous Alta Badia region, 
taclding routes used in the 
legendary Giro d'ltalia race, which 
celebrates its 100th edition this May. 

The three-week professional 
competition joins Tour de France 
and Vuelta a Espana as one of 
professional cycling's Grand Tours, 
with a varying course each year. 

The Giro first visited the 
Dolomites in 1937, when roads were 
nothing more than dirt tracks, and 
has been back many times since. 

I'm riding with cycling specialists 
inGamba, who - in conjunction with 
La Perla hotel and Pinarello bikes 
- are offering tourists a Giro-themed 
cycle package. 

It's a unique experience for sports 
fans. 

"There are very few sports where 
members of the public can do 
something like this," says Nate 
Ripperton, from Californian-based 
inGamba. 

"A normal person can't play 
football at Wembley, but a cyclist 
can come here and ride the iconic 
Giro d'ltalia routes." 

With this particular trip, the 
specialist tour operator has ticked 
off every cycling fanatic's wish list - 
kitting us out with sublime Pinarello 
bikes (famed for their ultra-smooth 
electronic derailleur gears and 
raced by Chris Froome and Sir 
Bradley Wiggins) and providing a 
support team of pro mechanics and 
soigneurs (who assist during a race). 

My $10,000 F8 Dogma has been 
matched perfectly to my body 
measurements and even has my 
name written on the crossbar, along 
with the message: "This is my 
Pinarello Dogma. There are many 
like it, but this one is mine.” 

After just a few minutes in the 
saddle, I can only wish this were 
true. 

The attention to detail given by 
inGamba is meticulous: bikes are 
thoroughly cleaned every day, water 
bottles (or bidons) are colour-coded 
to separate water from energy 
drinks, and we are all dressed in 
matching cycling kit to add to that 
pro-team feel. 

Accompanying us on this trip is 
Italian cycling hero Eros Poli, who 
famously won the Mont Ventoux 
stage of the 1994 Tour de France, 
despite his 84kg, 6ft 5in frame, 
during a stunning solo breakaway. 

The Italian giant will be my guide 
and my inspiration for the next few 
days. 

As we clear the Passo Fedaia, he

confesses: "The pros hate this pass." 

While I'm constantly wiping sweat 
from my face, the 53-year-old looks 
enviably calm and relaxed. 

My reward at the top is a tour of 
glistening mountain Lake Fedaia, 
nestled against the northern flank of 
Marmolada, the highest peak in the 
Dolomites at 3,343m. 

After a snack break, courtesy of 
our support vehicles, we push on, 
confident in the knowledge that 
everything that goes up, must come 
down. 

As soon as the road starts to 
descend, my Zipp carbon wheels 
spin into life, creating a wonderful 
whirring noise only punctuated by 
the sound of my jacket flapping in 
the breeze. 

As the speed builds up, quickly 
topping 60km/h, there is little time 
to look down at the steep, luscious 
green valley to my side, or to glance 
at the quaint, traditional mountain 


village with its beautiful church. 
Instead, I'm scanning the road 
surface for potholes and oncoming 
coaches, as I slow down to sweep 
around the 180-degree bend. 

Following Poli, famous for his 
descending skill when riding the 
Giro 20 years earlier, is a lesson in 
the art of taking the perfect line, 
minimising the speed loss as we 
negotiate steep corners. 

But every day brings with it new 
challenges and awe-inducing sights. 

We tackle the Pordoi pass - which 
has hosted the Giro 37 times since 
1940 and features a monument to 
cycling great Fausto Coppi - and 
scale the 2,244m-high Passo Sella 
(part of the Quattro Passi on the 
Sella Ronda loop), with its stunning 
360-degree view of rugged 
mountaintops. 

Our staging post is the 
wonderfully eccentric and luxurious 
La Perla hotel in the ski resort of 
Corvara. 

Fittingly, the wall of its Pinarello 
Lounge is decorated with classic 
racing bikes and a penny farthing 
belonging to Michil, the eldest of the 
three Costa brothers who own the 
hotel. 

In the spa, our soigneurs - who 
are also expert masseurs - provide a 
daily cycling massage to knead away 
the lactic acid from our aching legs. 

In the evening, we celebrate our 
own victories over the same 
mountain passes that have tested 
the skills and 'grinta' 

(determination) of the greatest 
cyclists known to the sport. 

The chat over dinner at the hotel's 
Michelin-starred restaurant, La Stua 
De Michil, is not of the soreness or 
fatigue, but of the challenges 
awaiting us. 

In the morning, there is another 
chance to become my own personal 
king of the mountains - and I just 
can't wait.

I T would be fair to say that the 
Honda Civic was looking a little 
tired and jaded around the edges, 
but enter the all-new tenth generation 
model and it's a whole new ball 
game. 

The latest Civic - built in Britain 
at Honda's Swindon factory - is new 
from the ground up and boasts a 
fresh, sporty design guaranteed to turn 
heads. 

There are two punchy petrol 
engines, a range of trim levels 
and either manual or automatic 
transmissions, with prices starting from 
a very competitive £18,335. 

Initially, two new petrol engines are 
available. These are a three-cylinder 
1.0-litre 129ps powertrain which can 
deliver combined fuel economy of 
55.4-mpg with carbon emissions of 
106g/km. 

Alternatively, the more powerful 
1.5-litre 182ps engine can offer a 
combined 46.3mpg with emissions of 
133g/km. 

The 1.0-litre model is available 
in SE, SR and EX trim levels while 
the 1.5-litre model is available in 
grades Sport, Sport Plus and Prestige. 
Although there is no diesel option at 
the moment we are reliably informed 
one will be introduced next year. 

When it comes to looks, the new 
Civic is a winner all round thanks to 
its dynamic styling which has been 
achieved thanks to the car's new 
dimensions. 

The new Civic is 20mm lower, 
30mm wider and 136mm longer 
than the previous version and those 
proportions, along with sweeping light 
clusters, large air intakes, and smart 
alloys certainly give the newcomer a 
more aggressive appearance. 

Move inside and there is a wealth 
of technology to explore with even 
the entry-level models generously 
equipped. 

There is a new seven-inch TFT-LCD 
driver display which is positioned 
within the newly reconfigured 
instrument binnacle. 

Other creature comforts include the 
second-gene rati on Honda CONNECT 
system to link up with multimedia 
devices via Apple CarPlay and 


Android Auto. 

There is a wireless smartphone 
charging pad, full navigation 
facilities and a great sound system. 
More upmarket features such as 
leather seats and a glass sunroof 
are introduced on the higher spec 
models. 

Comfort levels within the car are 
high and there is room for five adults 
although taller back seat passengers 
may struggle a little for headroom due 
to the car's sloping roofline. 

Storage options are very impressive 
and Honda claims its boot capacity of 
478 litres is class leading. This can be 
increased to 828 litres with the rear 
seats dropped flat. 

The latest Civic also features 
Honda's safety package, called 


SENSING, across the range which 
includes forward collision warning, 
collision mitigation braking system, 
lane departure warning, road 
departure warning, lane keep assist, 
adaptive cruise control, traffic 
sign recognition, intelligent speed 
assistance and intelligent adaptive 
cruise control which is a useful feature 
that helps to predict cars cutting in 
front of you on motorways and will 
adjust the speed accordingly. 

The 1.0-litre version mated to a six- 
speed manual gearbox is an excellent 
combination and laid to rest any 
reservations about a little three-pot 
engine having enough gusto to power 
the mighty five-door hatchback. 

The car is the most aerodynamic 
Civic to date and that is most 


apparent when it comes to its 
performance. It can corner at pace 
and the lower centre of gravity 
delivers a more engaging experience. 

A new suspension system helps 
to iron out any road surface creases 
and the car is generally well insulated 
against outside noise. This test car was 
priced at £23,725 for range-topping 
EX trim. 

The 1.5-litre Civic in Sport Plus, 
priced at £25,930, features a six- 
speed manual gearbox. 

All in all, the latest Civic is a 
fabulous car. Honda has taken into 
account the car's 40-year heritage and 
brought it bang up too date. 

It looks great, is packed with 
technology, it's competitively priced 
and it handles beautifully.
